Welcome  to  our  80th  NUMISMATIC  COMMENTARY  AND  MAIL  AUCTION  SALE.  This  catalog  offers  a wide  variety 
of  items  for  collectors  of  several  series.  Of  great  importance  is  the  first  offering  of  the  coins  recovered  from  the  wreck  of  the 
Spanish  galleon  Concepcion. 

Though  cob  coins  have  been  collected  and  studied  for  many  years  it  is  only  when  an  important  large  find  is  made  that 
great  gaps  in  the  coinage  history  can  be  filled.  The  Concepcion  provided  just  that  opportunity.  We  present  herein  many  previ- 
ously unrecorded  dates  of  eight,  four,  and  two  reales  of  Mexico,  many  new  Potosi  eight,  four,  and  two  reales,  and  a number  of 
most  important  previously  unknown  coins  of  Nuevo  Reino  and  the  rare,  ephemeral  mint  of  Cartagena.  Probably  not  since  our 
auction  of  the  1715  Florida  wreck  coins  in  1964  have  so  many  new  discovery  cob  coins  been  presented  at  one  wack. 

This  sale  also  includes  an  attractive  run  of  Ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coins  with  many  standard  items  but  also  a number 
of  very  scarce  coins.  There  is  so  much  more  history  to  these  coins  than  to  Lincoln  cents  or  Franklin  Mint  proof  sets,  and  so 
much  scope  for  further  historical  reading  beyond  the  study  of  the  coins  themselves.  Many  modern  collectors,  with  less  expo- 
sure to  the  classics  in  school,  seem  to  shun  ancients  in  favor  of  more  shiny  series  which  are  easier  to  collect.  So  be  it;  rather 
than  tout  ancients  to  "investors”  we  would  rather  leave  them  to  those  that  can  appreciate  the  history  within  their  grasp. 

Everyone  has  read  of  the  great  ups  and  downs  of  the  coin  and  bullion  markets  together  with  the  economy  in  general. 
A number  of  the  great  high  riding  gunslinger  coin  dealers  of  a few  years  back  seem  to  have  pulled  in  their  horns  quite  a bit, 
and  some  have  faded  off  into  the  sunset.  A curious  corollary  to  the  bursting  of  the  most  recent  numismatic  speculative  bubble 
has  been  a great  deal  of  rather  vituperative  numismatic  breast  beating  about  "why  I'm  better  than  the  next  guy."  Such  remarks 
have  been  not  only  verbal  but  also  often  appear  in  print  in  catalog  editorials  such  as  this  one. 

We  do  not  propose  to  waste  our  own  or  our  readers'  time  detailing  such  animadversions.  As  noted  in  our  December  sale 
catalog,  this  year  marks  the  150th  anniversary  of  our  firm.  Without  resting  on  past  laurels  but  looking  to  the  future,  we  are 
content  to  stand  on  our  own  record  of  production  of  the  past  decades  and  let  others  do  the  same.

NUMISMATIC  TREASURES  OF  THE  CONCEPCION 


On  September  28,  1641,  the  Spanish  treasure  fleet  set  sail  for  Europe  from  Havana.  It  was  their  second  attempt  for  the  season.  Only 
ten  days  before  the  fleet  had  sailed  but  hit  storms  and  had  to  put  back  into  port  for  repairs. 

Nuestra  Sehora  de  la  Pura  y Limpia  Concepcion  flew  the  flag  of  Vice  Admiral  Juan  Luis  de  Villavicencio.  The  Concepcion,  a leaking 
600  ton  galleon  with  too  small  a rudder  and  overly  high  freeboard,  was  loaded  to  the  gunwales  with  the  treasures  of  the  New  World  and  the 
Orient.  She  carried  tons  and  tons  of  silver  from  the  rich  mines  of  Mexico  and  Potosi.  Also  aboard  were  quantities  of  gold  and  jewels.  Silks, 
spices,  porcelain,  and  jade  from  the  Orient  had  been  sent  on  the  Manila  galleon  to  Acapulco,  then  transshipped  overland  to  Veracruz  and 
loaded  aboard  the  fleet.  In  addition  to  the  government  cargo,  the  Concepcion  and  other  ships  also  carried  much  personal  treasure  of  Diego 
de  Pacheco,  Viceroy  of  New  Spain,  and  payments  being  remitted  by  the  major  merchants  of  all  the  New  World  colonies. 

On  the  second  voyage  the  fleet  once  again  encountered  severe  storms,  the  hurricane  season  being  in  full  swing.  The  fleet  was  scattered, 
and  the  Concepcion  was  badly  damaged.  She  drifted  under  jury  rig  for  many  days,  the  pumps  going  full  time.  On  November  2,  1641,  the 
hulk  of  the  Concepcion  ran  aground  amidst  the  reefs  north  of  Hispanola,  the  present  day  Dominican  Republic.  Between  the  storm  and  the 
wreck  itself,  starvation,  exposure,  and  sharks,  over  three  hundred  of  those  aboard  the  Concepcion  perished;  the  others  had  no  idea  where  they 
were.  Eventually,  some  reached  Santo  Domingo  but  were  unable  to  say  exactly  where  the  ship  had  gone  down. 

In  1687,  William  Phipps  (later  to  be  governor  of  Massachusetts)  discovered  the  wreck  of  the  Concepcion  and  salvaged  tons  of  silver  and 
25  pounds  of  gold  - an  estimated  13  percent  of  the  ship's  bullion  cargo.  It  was  great  wealth  for  the  time,  but,  obviously,  much  more  remained 
to  be  found.  Many  tried  without  success.  Over  the  years  the  legends  grew.  The  reefs  where  the  ship  went  down  came  to  be  known  as  the 
"Silver  Shoals"  as  once  in  awhile  a piece  of  eight  scattered  from  a chest  would  glint  in  the  sun. 

On  November  28,  1978,  Burt  Webber  of  Seaquest  International  found  the  remains  of  the  Concepcion  and  modern  divers  were  able  to 
bring  up  the  coinage  which  had  been  in  the  strong  rooms  in  the  aft  section  of  the  galleon  - never  reached  by  Phipps.  A marvelous  haul  was 
made  over  the  next  1 1 months,  to  be  divided  equally  between  Seaquest  and  the  Dominican  government. 

The  government  kept  all  of  the  artifacts  and  memorabilia  plus  a portion  of  the  coins.  Seaquest's  share  was  in  coins  and  bullion.  Over 
60,000  silver  coins  were  recovered,  many  retained  by  the  Dominicans.  Of  those  60,000  only  about  3 percent  could  be  said  to  have  any  nu- 
mismatic value;  the  rest  were  just  too  corroded  and  worn  to  be  decipherable.  Even  of  that  3 percent,  many  do  not  have  a full  date,  or  even  the 
last  one  or  two  numerals  of  the  date  legible.  Further,  as  is  normally  the  case,  dated  minor  denomination  coins  appeared  much  less  often  than 
the  8 reales  pieces.  The  largest  numbers  of  dated  coins  are  Mexican  8 Reales  of  1639,  1640,  and  some  1641  and  Potosi  coins  of  1638,  1639 
and  some  1640  since  it  took  the  Potosi  coins  longer  to  get  to  the  fleet  overland.  Earlier  dates  were  found  in  only  a handful  of  specimens, 
many,  no  doubt,  being  part  of  the  merchants'  payments.  So,  the  quantities  of  coins  are  not  such  as  will  glut  the  numismatic  market.  Many 
of  the  pieces  in  the  offering  are  the  only  examples  of  those  dates  found. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  for  us  to  catalog  these  coins,  though  we  do  not  envy  the  task  of  Mr.  Henry  Taylor  who  had  to  do  the  original 
sorting  and  preliminary  cataloguing  of  all  60,000  pieces.  Many,  many  dates  have  not  been  previously  catalogued,  and  this  is  certainly  the  most 
complete  date  run  of  early  Mexican  cobs  to  be  presented  in  many  a year. 

A final  note:  The  new  coinage  being  sent  to  Europe  was  technically  UNCIRCULATED,  but  these  crude  cob  coins  should  not  be  con- 
fused with  MS70  Morgan  Dollars!  Then,  of  course,  350  years  under  the  sea  has  had  its  corrosive  effect.  These  are  sea  salvaged  pieces  and  most 
will  show  signs  of  their  immersion.  Cleaning  and  preservation  techniques  of  sea  salvaged  coins,  however,  have  come  a long  way  since  the  days 
of  Padre  Island,  the  Tucker  Bermuda  T reasure,  and  the  1715  fleet.  As  salvaged  coins  go,  we  were  astounded  by  the  h igh  quality  of  most  of  the 
following  specimens. 

As  is  generally  the  case  in  our  sales,  all  coins  are  being  offered  totally  without  reserve,  and  our  estimates  are  only  a quide.  We  do  think 
that  the  true  rarity  of  many  of  these  heretofore  unknown  coins,  coupled  with  the  romance  of  the  Concepcion  and  the  legend  of  the  Silver 
Shoals,  makes  somewhat  more  aggressive  bidding  in  order  than  has  sometimes  been  the  case  with  cob  coins.  Where  there  are  two  or  more 
pieces  of  the  same  date  presented,  we  would  encourage  date  collectors  to  consider  placing  either/or  bids.  Successful  bidders  will  receive  Con- 
cepcion certificates  of  origin  with  their  coins.

The  early  coinage  of  Nuevo  Reino  de  Granada, 
struck  at  both  the  Santa  Fe  and  Cartagena  mints,  has 
always  proved  a fascinating  challenge  to  numisma- 
tists. 19th  century  numismatists,  operating  from  the 
small  handful  of  known  specimens,  attributed  the 
coins  with  NR  mintmark  to  N icaragua.  Proper  attri- 
bution and  classification  of  the  often  poorly  struck 
cob  coinage  has  been  hampered  by  the  extremely 
small  numbers  of  early  Nuevo  Reino  silver  coins 
known. 

The  discovery  of  the  Hubbard  hoard,  catalogued 
by  the  late  Bob  Nesmith  in  the  A.N.S.  Centennial 
Publication,  provided  a useful  learning  tool  for  the 
serious  student.  Similarly,  the  group  of  Nueva  Gran- 
ada coins  found  on  the  Concepcion  gives  us  a chance 
to  compare  stylistic  elements  and  die  varieties  - some- 
thing which  can't  be  done  when  a single,  isolated 
piece  crops  up. 

The  Nueva  Granada  coinage  on  the  Concepcion 
was  all  found  in  one  small  cache  on  the  wreck  site,  it 
was  either  part  of  the  small  official  remission  to  Spain 
from  Nueva  Granada,  or,  given  the  range  of  dates, it 
may  have  been  a payment  being  sent  by  a merchant. 

The  coins  fall  into  three  groups.  First  are  well  es- 
tablished, albeit  very  rare,  coins  with  NR  mintmark 
from  known  assayers  P (Pinto  Camargo)  and  A (Al- 
onso de  A nuncibay)  who  f u n cti on ed  at  the  mint  in 
Santa  Fe  between  162  7 and  163  7. 

The  second  group  are  some  extremely  rare  coins 
from  the  ephem eral  mint  at  Cartagena  bearing  the 
mintmark  C and  assayer's  initial  E.  Some  early  cata- 
logs have  listed  the  few  pieces  known  before  the 
discovery  of  the  Concepcion  coins  to  the  Spanish 
peninsular  mint  at  Cuenca.  This  makes  no  sense  on 
several  counts.  First,  documents  are  known  that 
Turriio  made  several  attempts  to  successfully  run 
a mint  at  Cartagena  between  1620  and  his  death, 
it  was  a case  of  two  opposing  theories  of  mint-site 
location:  near  the  trade  routes  (Cartagena)  or  near 
the  mines  (Santa  Fe).  Eventually,  of  course,  the 
Santa  Fe  site  won  out,  but  the  Cartagena  mint 
struggled  along  and  continued  to  open  its  doors 
from  time  to  time  until  the  1650's. 

Second,  the  style  of  the  CE  coins  is  completely 
different  from  that  of  the  mainland  Spanish  coinage 
of  the  era.  The  flans  are  different.  The  Hons  and 
castles  are  different.  The  Spanish  generally  used 
C.A.  as  the  Cuenca  mintmark,  or  an  A within  a 
C to  distinguish  the  coins  from  those  of  La  Coruna 
which  did  use  a C. 

Third,  after  Philip  II  of  Spain  assumed  the  crown 
of  Portugal  (1580-81),  the  great  shield  of  Spanish 
mainland  coinage  was  altered.  A small  Portuguese 
coat  of  arms  was  added  to  the  great  shield  of  the 
Spanish  H absburgs  for  mainland  Spain,  placed  on 
the  upper  central  portion  of  the  arms  in  what  her- 
alds call  an  escutcheon  of  pretense.  This  reflected  the 
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personal  union  of  the  two  realms  under  Philip  II, 
III,  and  llll  (I,  II,  and  III  of  Portugal).  Spanish  main- 
land coins  of  the  1630's  show  this  device.  The  Portu- 
guese arms  were  not  added  to  the  great  shield  on  the 
oins  of  the  Spanish  overseas  empire.  The  arms  of  the 
imperial  colonies  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  personal 
union  of  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  Portugal;  they  were 
Spanish  colonies  before  and  after  the  union,  just  as 
were  the  Portuguese  colonies.  It  would  have  been  her- 
aldically incorrect  to  place  the  Portuguese  escutcheon 
of  pretense  on  the  imperial  coinage,  so  it  was  not 
done.  The  CE  coins  of  Cartagena  do  not  bear  the  Por- 
tuguese arms. 

A final  factor  is  find-site  evidence.  In  the  Hubbard 
hoard,  there  is  a Cartagena  7 Real  of  the  later  series 
tucked  in  among  the  Nuevo  Reino  pieces.  On  the 
Concepcion,  the  Nuevo  Reino  and  Cartagena  pieces 
were  found  in  term ingled  in  one  small  cache  with  no 
extraneous  coins.  Obviously,  these  two  coinage  series 
are  brethren;  it  is  not  an  instance  of  a few  random 
European  pieces  circulating  in  the  New  World. 

The  third  group  of  Nueva  Granada  coins  on  the 
Concepcion  have  not  been  definitely  attributed  to 
either  Cartagena  or  Nuevo  Reino.  As  m in tm ark  they 
bear  various  combinations  of  NR  and  RN  with  as- 
sayers  initials  not  known  to  have  struck  coins  in 
Santa  Fe.  These  are  assayers  E and  N. 

The  coins  of  Nuevo  Reino  of  the  early  seven  teen  th 
century  show  the  arms  of  Granada  at  the  very  bottom 
of  the  coin,  not  in  the  middle  as  do  the  coins  of 
Potosi  and  Mexico.  The  coins  of  Cartagena  omit  the 
Granada  arms  entirely.  These  RN  and  NR  coins  of 
assayers  E and  N do  not  show  the  arms  of  Granada. 

Additional  stylistic  elements  are  also  more  similar 
to  the  CE  coinage  of  Cartagena  than  to  the  N RA  or 
NRP  coinage  of  Nuevo  Reino.  Then  too,  it  seems 
most  likely  that  the  assayer  E of  the  CE  coins  was  the 
same  chap  as  the  assayer  E of  the  NRE,  NER,  and 
RNE  coins.  Either  he  worked  in  both  Santa  Fe  and 
Cartagena  at  various  times  (entirely  possible)  or  all 
of  the  E coins  were  struck  in  Cartagena.

As  described  in  the  introduction  to  this  section, 
the  following  coins  are  some  very  im portant  pieces 
from  the  CARTAGENA  Mint.  Alonso  Turrillo  de  la 
Yebra,  Treasurer  and  lessee  of  the  mints  of  Nueva 
Granada,  was  a man  of  parts  and  a man  interested  in 
making  a profit. 


It  is  worth  noting  that,  although  the  coins  of  this 
third  group  are  very  rare,  a few  have  been  known  be- 
fore the  Concepsion  find.  Calbetd  1348  is  an  8 Reales 
RNE.  In  the  Hubbard  hoard  there  are  two  / Real 
pieces  of  assayer  N . 

The  evidence  seems  about  even  on  both  sides.  NR 
is  certainly  known  as  the  mark  of  Nuevo  Reino,  but 
many  other  elements  lean  us  toward  Cartagena.  In 
the  following  listing  we  have  listed  these  coins  as 
NUEVO  REINO  or  CARTAGENA.  The  exact  locale 
will  have  to  await  further  discoveries.  We  have  learned 
a lot  about  early  Nueva  Granada  silver  since  Heiss  and 
Fonrobert  attributed  them  to  Nicaragua.  It  may  take 
another  hundred  years  to  find  the  answer  to  the  RNE 
series,  but,  at  least,  the  coins  themselves  will  endure.

Evidently,  in  1621 , he  opened  a mint  in  Cartagena, 
then  the  principal  seaport  of  Nueva  Granada.  He  ex- 
perienced constant  problems  with  the  fineness  of  the 
alloys  presented  for  coining.  Operations  were  soon 
suspended,  and  Turrillo  tried  his  hand  at  minting  in 
Nuevo  Reino  de  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota  to  be  nearer  to 
the  mines  and  the  royal  foundry.  This  mint  also  ex- 
perienced great  problems  and  soon  dosed.  It  did  not 
reopen  in  a definitive  manner  until  August  of  1627. 
Transportation  was  a great  problem.  Mule  trains  were 
slow  and  prey  to  robbers;  the  rapids  of  the  Magdalena 
River  were  treacherous. 

Leaving  Pinto  Camargo  in  charge  in  Bogota,  Tur- 
rillo apparently  returned  to  Cartagena  with  his  assis- 
tant Echeverria.  This  second  effort  met  with  more 
success,  but  still  no  thriving  business.  Nonetheless, 
the  Cartagena  mint  struggled  along  sporadically  until 
the  1650’s. 

Coins  with  mintmark  C and  assayer  E are  known 
in  the  denominations  of  2 Escudos  and  8,  4,  and 
2 R eales. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  coins  of  Nuevo 
Reino  bear  the  arms  of  Granada  at  the  bottom  of  the 
shield.  Those  of  Potosi  and  Mexico  put  it  in  the  cen- 
ter. Those  of  Cartagena  omit  the  Granada  altogether.

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ANOTHER  LOOK  AT  THE  SUN  AND  MOUNTAINS  COUNTERMARKS  OF  CENTRAL  AMERICA

HISTORICAL  PERSPECTIVE 

During  the  decade  of  1811  • 1821  various  movements  flourished  and  foundered  endeavouring  to  secure  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  Spanish  possessions  in  the  New  World.  Central  America,  although  somewhat  detached,  was  not  immune  to  the 
tempo  of  the  times.  Granada,  Leon,  and  San  Salvador  all  had  rather  serious  independence  movements  during  the  early  years 
of  the  decade. 

When  Augustin  de  Iturbide  of  Mexico  changed  sides  and  dreams  of  an  independent  Mexico  were  finally  realized,  most 
of  the  Central  American  provinces  either  expressed  or  were  informed  of  their  desire  to  attach  themselves  to  Iturbide's  newly 
established  empire.  Half  of  Cost  Rica,  centering  around  Cartago  the  colonial  capital,  voted  to  join  Simon  Bolivar's  Gran  Col- 
ombia; they  lost  a rather  mild  civil  war,  the  capital  moved  to  San  Jose,  and  even  Costa  Rica  became,  for  a time,  a part  of 
M ex  ico . 

Iturbide's  empire  was  short  lived.  The  Central  American  provinces,  too  small  to  stand  on  their  own,  found  themselves 
looking  around  for  a viable  form  of  government.  A congress  meeting  in  Guatemala  on  June  24,  1823  decreed  that  the  inde- 
pendence of  Central  America  was  an  established  fact.  Under  Jose  Francisco  Cordova  this  congress  abolished  slavery  and 
titles  of  nobility,  established  freedom  of  thought  and  of  the  press,  and  wrote  a constitution  patterned  after  that  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  It  established  a federal  union  of  five  states  - Guatemala,  El  Salvador,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  and 
Costa  Rica.  The  federation  would  be  ruled  by  a president  elected  by  the  congress  which  in  turn  was  composed  of  delegates 
elected  by  the  five  constituent  states.  In  addition,  each  state  had  a governor  or  Jefe  del  Estado  who  presided  over  a form  of 
state  legislature.  It  is  important  to  remember  that  Guatemala  at  that  time  was  home  to  both  the  Presidente  de  la  Federacion 
and  the  Jefe  del  Estado  de  Guatemala. 

Harmony  amongst  the  various  states  lasted  about  as  long  as  the  hangovers  from  the  independence  day  celebrations. 
Poor  communications,  long  distances  between  centers  of  population,  different  peoples  with  different  life  styles,  all  led  to 
constant  discord.  In  addition  to  personal  jealousies,  the  politicians  were  split  by  the  fundamental  philosophical  dispute  be- 
tween the  proponents  of  central  vs.  federal  government.  El  Salvador  never  was  overly  inclined  to  play  second  fiddle  to  Gua- 
temala, the  inevitable  first  among  equals. 

In  1825,  General  Manuel  Jose  Arce  was  elected  president.  A popular  revolt  broke  out  during  his  first  year  in  office 
due  to  the  assassination  of  an  eminent  citizen,  one  Cirilio  Flores,  in  the  metropolitan  cathedral.  Arce  then  imprisoned  the 
Guatemalan  Chief  of  State  (Governor)  Juan  Barrundia  and  dissolved  the  congress.  Civil  war  resulted.  Arce  equipped  an  army 
to  invade  El  Salvador  (which  resented  Arce's  centrist  policies).  At  first  he  defeated  the  Salvadorenos,  but  they  refused  to 
concede.  The  war  continued  to  grow  in  the  first  months  of  1828.  It  was  during  this  period,  no  doubt,  that  the  first  of  the 
fascinating  Salvadoran  provisional  coins  were  struck.  Francisco  Morazan  of  Honduras  came  to  the  aid  of  the  Salvadoran  reb- 
els, and  the  Guatemalan  army  was  decisively  defeated.  Arce  was  forced  to  renounce  the  Presidency,  and  Guatemala  seceded 
from  the  union  and  became,  for  a time,  an  independent  state.  It  was  during  this  period  that  the  rare  1829  Estado  de  Guate- 
mala provisional  1 Real  pieces  were  struck. 

Morazan  resolved  to  maintain  the  federal  union  - with  himself  as  top  dog.  He  led  his  forces  into  Guatemala  and  cap- 
tured the  city  on  April  29,  1829.  He  ignored  the  congressional  restraints  in  true  dictatorial  fashion,  but  acted  competently. 
Morazan  imprisoned  his  major  opponents  including  the  president  of  the  republic  and  executed  his  minor  foes.  He  formed  a 
puppet  congress  which  named  Barrundia  provisional  president  of  the  federation.  In  1830  Morazan  was  elected  president  and 
tried  to  straighten  things  out  a bit.  He  moved  the  federal  capital  to  San  Salvador  in  1831  in  an  effort  to  keep  a tighter  rein 
on  the  Salvadoran  liberal  politicians.  Guatemala  was  none  too  pleased  with  this  loss  of  face.  Rebellions  broke  out  in  Hondu- 
ras and  in  the  northern  part  of  El  Salvador,  the  latter  probably  instigated  by  disgruntled  Guatemalan  factions.  Warfare  con- 
tinued sporadically  through  1833. 

In  1834  Galvez,  a liberal,  was  elected  Governor  of  Guatemala.  Various  parties  opposed  Galvez  and,  in  colorful  fashion, 
accused  him  of  being  in  league  with  the  devil  and  starting  an  epidemic.  One  of  those  opposing  Galvez  was  a man  of  whom 
we  shall  hear  more,  one  Rafael  Carrera. 

Carrera  led  an  abortive  revolution  against  the  Galvez  regime.  Although  defeated,  Carrera  kept  his  position  as  military 
governor  of  the  district  of  Mita,  not  too  far  from  the  border  of  El  Salvador.  He  bided  his  time.  In  1838  the  Federal  Congress 
in  San  Salvador  agreed  to  disagree  and  authorized  the  Central  American  states  to  go  their  own  ways  and  establish  indepen- 
dent republics.  On  February  2nd  of  the  same  year  the  political  leaders  of  Los  Altos  in  Guatemala  declared  themselves  an 
independent,  sovereign  state,  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  country.  Guatemala  and  the  rest  of  the  federation  could  do  noth- 
ing to  gainsay  them . 

In  January  of  the  following  year  Carlos  Salazar  was  elected  governor  of  Guatemala.  Carrera  didn't  like  Salazar  and 
named  Mariano  Rivera  Paz  in  his  place.  In  April  of  1839  Rivera  Paz  declared  Guatemala  an  independent  republic.  Carrera,  as 
the  power  behind  the  presidential  throne,  took  to  the  field  and  brought  a quick  end  to  the  Republic  of  Los  Altos  one  of 
the  lesser  known  independent  nations  of  the  Americas 


, . 'n  u184u°  Morazan,  in  an  effort  to  put  the  federation  back  together,  invaded  Guatemala.  In  a two  year  campaign  he  ex-

At  some  time  during  this  chaotic  period,  someone,  somewhere  in  Central  America  decided  to  revalidate  old  and  foreign 
coinage  by  placing  on  the  coins  countermarks  of  a radiant  sun  over  three  mountains  or  volcanos.  Other  countermarks  used 
alongside  or  in  direct  conjunction  with  these  marks  are  the  countermark  of  the  sun  over  a single  mountain  with  a bird  shaped 
cloud  above,  the  countermark  of  the  star  composed  of  a bow  and  arrows,  and  the  zig-zag  line  countermark.  There  are  a number 
of  die  varieties  of  these  basic  countermarks  in  addition  to  a number  of  counterfeit  versions  of  these  countermarks  applied  by 
unscrupulous  entrepreneurs  concurrent  with  the  genuine  articles  and  in  recent  years  as  forged  collectors  items.  A final  counter- 
mark  consists  of  the  sun  and  mountains  with  the  letters  R.  G.  flanking  the  design  - presumably  standing  for  Republica  de  Gua- 
temala. This  very  rare  mark  has  only  been  observed  on  a couple  of  coins,  all  of  which  appeared  in  the  early  years  of  this  centu- 
ry on  coins  with  a European  provenance.  The  author  prefers  to  reserve  judgement  as  to  the  authenticity  of  this  mark  until  fur- 
ther data  comes  to  light. 

Many  authors  have  attributed  these  stamps  to  the  period  of  1849-1851  during  the  pact  of  union  between  Honduras,  El 
Salvador,  and  Nicaragua.  For  most  of  this  century  this  has  been  taken  as  near  gospel  by  numismatists.  It  always  seemed  to  this 
author  that  the  date  was  too  late.  Under  coins  for  any  of  the  marks  are  dated  no  later  than  1840-1841.  For  the  1849-1851 
time  to  make  sense  some  later  coins  with  countermarks  should  crop  up  now  and  then.  One  day  the  author  happened  to  be  per- 
using J.  L.  Riddle 's  excellent  MONOGRAPH  OF  THE  SILVER  DOLLAR  - GOOD  AND  BAD,  published  by  the  New  Orleans 
Mint  in  1845.  Lo  and  behold,  it  included  illustrations  of  two  coins  with  the  sun  and  mountains  countermark  (Nos.  95  and  103) 
in  a book  published  five  years  before  the  countermarks  supposedly  were  created.  Obviously,  an  earlier  date  must  be  chosen. 

To  understand  the  countermarks  one  must  understand  why  they  were  applied.  Central  America  in  the  19th  century  ex- 
perienced much  difficulty  with  the  circulation  of  clipped  and  underweight  cob  coinage.  Several  times  the  government  attemp- 
ted to  outlaw  cobs  completely  but  without  success.  The  next  remedy  was  to  pass  a law  that  would  permit  the  circulation  of 
only  those  cobs  which  had  been  examined  and  passed  as  to  authenticity  and  proper  weight  and  had  a countermark  stamped  on 
them  attesting  to  their  validity.  Unfortunately,  the  text  of  this  law  has  not  yet  been  found.  For  foreign  coinage  the  counter- 
mark  would  also  serve  to  "nationalize"  the  coinage  for  the  Central  American  Federation.  Of  course,  cobs  could  be  clipped 
after  they  were  stamped  as  well  as  before,  so  the  frauds  continued.  Eventually  cobs  were  banned  and  only  milled  dollars  and 
their  fractions  could  circulate.  Mexican,  Federal,  and  Guatemalan  milled  coins  were  no  problem.  The  people  were  used  to  them 
and  had  faith  in  them.  South  American  silver  pesos,  however,  were  another  matter.  For  these  it  was  decreed  that  they  be  coun- 
termarked  with  a pair  of  dies,  one  with  the  sun  and  mountains  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  coin  with  a star  made  up  of  a bow 
and  arrows.  These  marks  are  obviously  symbolic  of  federal  unity  rather  than  separate  states.  The  sun  is  over  a group  of  moun- 
tains, the  standard  federal  coinage  design.  The  bow  and  arrows  could  well  be  illustrative  of  creole  or  native  elements,  bound  to- 
gether in  strength . 

This  pair  of  countermarks  occurs  in  two  versions.  The  first  version  was  applied  at  the  same  time  on  a press.  The  counter- 
marks  coincide  exactly.  The  second  variety,  showing  more  worn  dies  generally,  has  the  countermarks  applied  separately  and 
not  in  juxtaposition.  Some  have  condemned  all  of  these  marks  which  do  not  coincide.  The  author  has  a different  thesis.  As- 
suming that  these  are  Federal  marks  and  not  State  marks  (a  very  safe  assumption,  we  believe),  there  seems  to  be  only  one  peri- 
od during  the  Federation  when  they  would  make  sense.  This  was  when  Morazan  was  attempting  to  put  the  Federation  back  to- 
gether. In  1840  Morazan  captured  Guatemala  with  its  mint.  To  federalize  the  foreign  pesos  in  circulation  would  be  much 
quicker  than  melting  and  restriking  all  of  these  coins.  Accordingly,  he  could  have  authorized  the  mint  to  countermark  the 
coins.  It  could  be  done  in  one  operation  on  a press.  No  other  mint  in  Central  America  at  that  time  was  producing  strikes  as 
sharp  and  clear  as  some  of  the  early  stages  of  these  countermark  dies. 

Then  Morazan  left  Guatemala  and  moved  progressively  southwards  with  his  army.  We  believe  that,  along  his  route,  he 
federalized  coinage  as  he  moved  South,  to  pay  the  army,  acquire  provisions,  and  symbolically  enforce  federal  authority  by 
federalizing  the  coinage.  Since  he  lacked  the  facilities  of  the  Guatemala  mint,  these  countermarks  had  to  be  applied  in  two  sep- 
arate operations  and  would  not  coincide,  but  they  are  in  most  cases  the  same  dies,  albeit  more  worn,  as  those  which  were  used 
in  Guatemala  and  do  coincide. 

Let  us  examine  the  marks  themselves  and  the  coins  on  which  they  are  found  and  see  if  we  can  find  convenient  places 
and  times  within  this  historical  panorama  to  which  we  may  attribute  their  usage. 

1.  THE  SUN  AND  MOUNTAINS  COUNTERMARK  ON  COBS.  1838-1842.  This  mark  is  found  on  Potosi  cobs  from  Philip 
III  to  Charles  III.  Most  are  of  Ferdinand  VI  and  Charles  III  as  they  were  the  most  recent.  It  appears  on  4 Reales  and  8 Reales. 
The  coins  examined  have  been  of  good  weight  and  good  silver  when  found  with  genuine  countermarks.  The  mark  also  appears 
on  all  dates  of  Guatemala  cob  4 Reales  and  8 Reales.  It  shows  up  on  a few  Lima  pieces  - they  were  simply  more  rare  in  circula- 
tion than  Potosi.  On  Mexican  coins  it  generally  appears  on  unusual  items  with  which  the  public  would  not  be  familiar:  full 
round  strikings,  Carlos  and  Johanna  coins,  and  especially,  the  1 733-1  734  cut  pieces  of  both  four  and  eight  reales.  Other  Mexi- 
can coins  found  with  the  countermark  are  very  rare.  The  people  were  used  to  them  and  accepted  them  readily  without  any 
need  for  countermarking.  In  the  case  of  the  Guatemala  pieces  the  intention  was  certainly  to  certify  the  weight  rather  than  to 
nationalize  the  coinage.  It  is  worth  mentioning  that  a single  example  of  a Segovia  1682  8 Reales  is  known  with  a genuine  coun- 
termark. There  is  also  a Lima  8 Reales  1 728  which  was  later  countermarked  for  Costa  Rica  and  a Guatemala  4 Reales  1753 
which  was  later  countermarked  for  El  Salvador. 

2 THE  SUN  AND  MOUNTAINS  AND  BOW  AND  ARROWS  COUNTERMARKS  ON  MILLED  DOLLARS.  1838-1842. 

These  marks  appear  primarily  on  Bolivian  8 Soles  of  the  period  1827-1840,  and  Peruvian  8 Reales  of  the  period  1826-1841 
plus  a few  other  coins.  They  do  not  appear  on  Guatemalan  or  Mexican  coins,  nor  on  colonial  milled  coinage.  These  latter  types 
were  too  familiar  and  trusted  in  everyday  circulation  to  require  countermarking.  A list  of  the  observed  dates  follows.  It  should 
not  be  considered  definitive;  only  those  genuine  pieces  observed  by  the  auther  have  been  included.

We  have  not  observed  the  marks  on  Cuzco  mint  8 Reales  of  the  Republic  of  Peru,  but  they  probably  exist. 

A final  note:  The  author  has  observed  a badly  clipped  Mexican  cob  8 Reales  with  the  two  countermarks  on  one  side.  It 
is  the  only  observed  cob  with  both  countermarks.  Given  the  light  weight  and  irregular  usage,  one  is  inclined  to  regard  this  coin 
as  either  contemporary  hanky  panky  or  modern  fraud. 

3.  THE  SUN  AND  MOUNTAINS  COUNTERMARK  TOGETHER  WITH  THE  INCUSE  ZIG-ZAG  LINE  COUNTERMARK, 
ca.  1835-1840.  These  countermarks  appear  on  different  coins  than  do  the  others.  They  are  the  only  countermarks  in  the  series 
which  appear  on  foreign  milled  minor  coins,  in  this  case  Bolivia  and  Peru.  The  zig-zag  line  countermark  appears  to  be  peculiar 
to  El  Salvador.  From  colonial  times  through  the  early  republican  era,  the  zig-zag  line  (similar  to  Indian  schroff  marks)  was  used 
to  certify  the  purity  of  the  silver.  All  fine  silver  religious  ornaments  and  vessels  and  decorative  pieces  made  or  used  in  El  Salva- 
dor (candlesticks,  lamps,  chalices,  lamps,  utensils,  etc.)  were  stamped  with  the  zig-zag  line.  In  the  aforementioned  monograph 
by  Riddle  No.  95  is  a Lima  8 Reales  1829  JM  with  the  sun  and  mountains  mark  and  the  zig-zag  line.  A REPUB  PERUANA 
Lima  8 Reales  1839  M.B.’with  these  marks  was  noted  by  Holland  Wallace  and  subsequently  passed  into  the  possession  of  our 
colleague  Freeman  L.  Craig,  Jr.  These  very  rare  marks  with  a definite  Salvadoran  tie  were  probably  applied  during  the  period 
when  the  federal  capital  was  in  San  Salvador. 

4 THE  SUN  OVER  ONE  MOUNTAIN  WITH  BIRD  SHAPED  CLOUD  ABOVE  COUNTERMARK.  1838  1842.  This  rare 
mark,  called  the  mountain  and  quetzal  mark  by  Alcedo  Almanzar  and  Francisco  Angert  due  to  the  similarity  of  the  bird  shaped 
cloud  to  the  Guatemalan  national  bird,  strikes  us  as  being  that  of  a separate  state  rather  than  federal  in  nature.  There  is  only 
one  mountain,  apart  from  its  sisters.  It  shows  up  in  the  plates  of  very  old  numismatic  references  but  was  generally  unrecog- 
nized as  being  different  from  the  three  mountains  type  at  the  time.  We  believe  this  to  be  a separate  mark  of  Guatemala.  Ro- 
mantically, it  would  be  nice  to  attribute  the  piece  to  the  Republic  of  Los  Altos,  but  there  is  no  evidence  to  support  this.  No, 
the  mark  was  probably  used  in  Guatemala  during  the  period  between  1838  and  1840  when  it  had  seceded  from  the  Fereration 
and  before  Morazan  recaptured  it.  It  is  a rare  mark. 

As  a final  note  before  we  illustrate  some  of  the  good  and  bad  diesr  All  observed  examples  of  sun  and  mountains  counter- 
marks  on  milled  colonial  8 Reales  pieces  have  proved  to  be  false  countermark  dies.  The  Clement  Platt  catalog  of  March,  1939 
featured  a Mexico  8 Reales  1 773  F.M.  and  a Lima  1 765  Pillar  Dollar,  both  with  a larger  sun  and  mountains.  The  Mexico  piece 
was  later  illustrated  in  the  catalog  of  the  Gibbs  collection.  The  Peltzer  sale  listed  a Lima  1 797  8 Reales  with  sun  and  moun- 
tains. This  last  was  either  a typo  as  to  date  or  a false  piece  as  it  is  listed  as  an  "irregular  peso."  We  believe  that  these  marks  were 
applied  in  Europe  during  the  early  part  of  the  20th  century.
